W a s h in g t o n , November 24th.—The re­ 
port of the Com ptroller is not yet completed, 
but will show th at the aggregate amount of 
legal tender and national bank notes out­ 
standing November 1, 1880, was $688,744,­ 
467; in 1879, 8681,815,Í20, and in 1878, 
¡8666,333,137. 
The law provides th a t when 
specie payments are resumed the national 
banks shall not be furnished with notes of 
less denomination than $5, and in accordance 
with this provision no notes of the denomi' a- 
tion of $1 and $2 have been issued since the 
1st of January, 1879. 
The amount of ones 
outstanding th at day was $4,793.817, and of 
twos $2,924,930. 
Total, $7,718,747. 
Since 
that date 
the 
ones have 
been reduced 
to $2.501,355, and the twos to $1,717.670, 
making a total reduction in small b nk notes 
of $4,219,025. 
The amount of legal tender

KICKS 
US. 


W e rem arked th e other day th a t iu th e 
present condition of th e A m erican navy 
even so feeble a pow er as C hile m ight 
afford to insnlt th e U nited S tates w ith im- 
pnnity. 
I t appears th a t Chile has already 
taken advantage of 
our notorious im ­ 
potence, and th a t one of her w ar ships has 
fired upon an A m erican schooner. 
The 
pretense was a Bearc’n for contraband of 
war, and it is said th a t th e Chilean Cap­ 
tain subsequently apologized. 
If he did, 
th e courtesy was quite superfluous under 
th e circum stances, for even though he had 
snnk the schooner and carried off the m as­ 
te r and crew to prison, our G overnm ent 
could not have resented th e affront o th er­ 
wise th an diplom atically. 
I t m ay sound 
ludicrous, hu t it is unfortunately true, 
th a t Chile has vessels capable of success­ 
fully attack in g New Y ork, and th a t we 
have 
none 
w hich 
could 
copo 
w ith 
th e Chilean 
ironclads 
or th e 
Chilean 
long-range guns. 
So if Chile does not see 
fit to apologize for firing upon an A m eri­ 
can vessel we shall have to m ake th e te s t 
of tho insult. 
T his is one of th e conse­ 
quences of having a navy departm ent run 
by politics, and u n til th a t system is abol­ 
ished it is probably hopeless to expect any­ 
thing b etter. 
T he parsim ony of Congress 
is also responsible for th e disgraceful con­ 
dition of inefficiency to which the navy has 
sunk. I t is impossible to keep up w ith the 
m arch 
of 
invention w ithout 
spending 
money freely, and Congress has of late 
years grudged every dollar expended upon 
th e defenses of th e coast. 
Some of these 
days Chile and Peru w ill m ake peace, and 
th en they m ay form an alliance for the 
purpose of attacking ns. 
If th ey did at 
th e present m om ent we are afraid they 
could dictate th eir own term s. 


THS 
POSTAL 
DEPARTMENT. 


T he report of the Fostm aster-G eneral is 
chiefly interesting for its recommendations. 
T he system is flourishing generally, b u t 
th e need of postal savings banks and a 
postal telegraph is felt more strongly every 
year. 
T he sluggishness of Congress in re­ 
gard to theso im provem ents has probably 
been due in great part to th e organized 
opposition of 
private corporations; b u t 
th is cannot be k ept up forever, and when 
th e country realizes th e nature of th e im ­ 
pedim ents it w ill tolerate no further pro­ 
crastination. 
The exam ple of England has 
given ns am ple assurance of th e profit­ 
ableness of th e proposed projects. 
Savings 
banks and a postal telegraph system have 
been established in th a t country several 
years now, and each year th eir earnings in­ 
crease, and also th eir popularity and use­ 
fulness. 
I t has been fonnd th a t th e postal 
savings banks are peculiarly adapted to 
gather the sm all sum s w hich in th e ab ­ 
sence of such conveniences would be squan­ 
dered, b u t w hich aggregate very large 
am ounts every year. 
T hey are specially 
beneficial to th e w orking classes, and being 
thoroughly safe financially th ey invite con­ 
fidence. 
T hese banks and th e postal tele­ 
graphs are adju n cts of th e higher civiliza­ 
tio n w hich we as a nation cannot afford to 
be w ithout. 
I t is to be hoped th a t General 
G arfield w ill endeavor to have both these 
projects carried o ut d uring his adm inistra­ 
tion, and assuredly no statesm an could de­ 
sire b e tte r m onum ents to his sagacity and 


public spirit.

DR. TYNG 
AND 
THE 
LOURDES 
PHE­ 
NOMENA. 


Dr. 
Tyng, th e em inent Episcopalian 
m inister of New Y ork, appears to have 
created quite a sensation by preaching a 
sermon in w hich he announced his belief 
in th e genuineness of th e alleged m iracu­ 
lous cures perform ed a t Lourdes, in France. 
H e is reported as say m g th a t “ no one 
“ dare attem p t to deny th a t a m ultitude 
“ of cures took place there. 
T he lam e 
“ leaped, th e deaf heard, th e blind saw. 
“ I t w ill never do in th is generation to 
“ deny these authenticated facts.” 
The 
D octor argued from w hat he had seen at 
Lourdes th a t “ th e Rom an C atholic C hurch 
“ is wise above all other societies of be- 
“ lievers, " and he intim ated th a t he was, 
in his feeble way, “ striving to attain to 
“ the same resu lts.” 
T his is a very in te r­ 
esting subject, b u t it has been greatly 
obscured by th e unscientific m anner in 
w hich it has been too generally dealt w ith. 
Those who do no t believe in th e possibility 
of m iracles have usually th ought it both 
necessary and sufficient to impeach the 
au th en ticity of all relations w hatever con­ 
cerning cures alleged to have resulted 
m ysteriously. 
As there exists a mass 
of 
evidence 
in 
regard 
to 
such 
oc­ 
currences, 
capable 
of 
substantiating 
any 
other 
kind 
of 
proposition ; 
as 
th e 
reality 
of 
th e 
phenom ena 
is 
in 
fact too clear to 
be rationally d e n ie d ; 
th is blind incredulity has only encour­ 
aged as blind a credulity. 
Science doe3 
not deal v. ith phenom ena in this way. 
The first step is to ascertain th a t they ac­ 
tu ally occur. 
T h at established, it pro­ 
ceeds to seek a n atu ral 
explanation of 
them . 
In the caEO of w hat are called 
m iraculous cures th a t n atu ral explanation 
has fortunately been reached, and w hen it 
is stated it will be seen th a t while it 
justifies Dr. T yng in insisting upon the 
genuineness of the Lourdes cures, it dees 
not justify him in ascribing them to any 
sup ern atu ral powers on th e p art of the 
C hurch under whose auspices they have 
occurred. 
T he tru th is th a t this is a ques­ 
tion of m ental physiology, and particu­ 
larly 
of 
th e 
influence 
of th e 
m iuu 
upon th e body. 
Dr. C arpenter observes 
in th is connection, “ T h at the confident 
“ expectation of a c u re is the m ost potent 
“ means of bringing it about, doing th at 
“ w hich no m edical treatm en t can accom- 
“ plish, m ay be affirmed as the generalized 
“ result of experience of th e m ost varied 
“ kind, extending through a long series of 
“ ages.” 
Elsew here he says, “ In 
all 
“ ages, 
th e possession of m en’s m inds 
“ by dom inant ideas has been m ost com- 
“ plete, w hen those ideas have been reli- 
“ gions aberrations. 
A nd hence it is only 
“ to be expected th a t th e effects of such 
“ ‘ possession’ should exert an unusually 
“ pow erful influence on the organic func- 
“ tions.” 
N ow we have in these sentences 
th e clue to the so-called m iraculous cures 
of Lourdes, and to all those apparently 
m ysterious cures w hich have been so fre­ 
quently brought about, 
not under the 
stim ulus of religious excitem ent, b u t by 
strong faith in a m ultitude of im aginary 
influences. 
The cures of V alentine G reat- 
rakes, th e so-called m iracles of th e A bbe 
Paris, th e phenom ena induced by Prince 
H ohenlohe, by th e Zouave 
Jacob, 
by 
P erk in s’ M etallic T ractors, by Dr. V er­ 
non, by a great num ber of layers on of 
hands, and “ spiritual” and “ m agnetic” 
healers, are all alike explained by the 
influence of expectant attention. 


To quote D r. C arpenter ag ain : “ The 
“ volitional direction 
of th e conscious- 
“ ness to a part, independently of eir.o- 
“ tional excitem ent, suffices to call forth 
“ sensations in it, w hich seem to depend 
“ upon a change in its circulation ; and if 
“ this state is k ept up autom atically by 
“ tho 
attractio n of 
the attention, the 
“ change may become a source of modifi- 
“ cation, not only in th e functional action, 
“ b u t in the n utrition of the p a rt.” 
The 
circum stance th a t no religious system ap­ 
pealing strongly to the emotions has been 
w ithout its m iracles of this kind, m ay bo 
cited in support of the facts we have ad­ 
vanced. 
T he entire sim ilarity betw een 
th e cures effected under th e pretense of 
m agnetism , or spiritual influence, or elec­ 
tric ity , and those effected ostensibly under 
supernatural religions influences, still fur­ 
th er verifies the explanation w hich Science 
furnishes. 
In 
all 
these 
cases 
there 
is th e same expectant attention, th e same 
dom inant ideas, th e same “ faith ,” as it is 
called, in the genuineness of the influences 
w hich are p u t forw ard in explanation of 
th e phenom ena. 
The m istake of 
the 
skeptics has arisen from th e ir ignorance 
of the ex ten t and n atu re of the influence 
w hich m ay be exerted by th e m ind over 
th e body. 
They have therefore refused all 
cred it to 
genuine phenom ena, 
whereas 
th ey should have accepted the genuineness 
of the phenomena, and traced them to 
th eir real source. 
D r. T yng is quite rig h t 
in his premises, b u t he draw s w rong con­ 
clusions from them . 
N o doubt cures have 
been 
effected a t Lourdes, b u t not as 
claim ed by the R om an C atholic Church. 
N o doubt also scrofulous diseases have been 
cured by the 
royal 
touch, 
b u t 
not 
because, 
as 
used 
to 
be 
asserted, 
a 
divine 
effluence w ent 
forth from the 
hands 
of 
kings. 
The 
child 
who 
charm s aw ay a w art is an illustration 
of th e w onderful influence of expectant 
atten tio n upon the body, and th e natural 
law s w hich explain th e disappearance of 
th e w art equally account for the so-called 
m iracles of Lourdes and other places. 
Dr. 
T yng has fallen into error through failure 
to study m ental physiology. 
A knowledge 
of th e law s of existence is necessary to 
the understanding of m any problem s, and 
th is among th e rest. 
T he cures of Lourdes 
are no doubt in B orne instances real, b u t it 
does not follow th a t they arc m iraculous, 
and indeed it seems to us th a t th e employ­ 
m ent of th a t term is of itself a confession 
of m ental confusion sufficient to disqualify 
those who use it for appreciating th e value 
and significance of the facts which aro be­ 
fore them .

SAN FRANCISCO ¿S A MANUFACTURING 
CENTER. 


A correspondent of a San Francisco 
journal proposes th a t th e property-ow uers 
of th a t city shall assess them selves tw o 
and a half per cent, upon th eir real estate, 
in order to create a fund of five m illions 
w herew ith to establish m anufactures on a 
large scale. 
H e cites the exam ple of P h il­ 
adelphia as a case in point, b u t the analogy 
is n ot perceptible. 
Philadelphia had m any 
advantages w hich San Francisco lacks, as, 
for instance, coal, iron, cheap labor, and 
proxim ity to a m arket. 
As a rule, m ore­ 
over, private sagacity and enterprise can 
be tru sted to establish m anufactures w her­ 
ever th ey are capable of being m ace profit­ 
able. 
To establish 
them w here 
they 
cannot be m ade profitable is to w aste capi­ 
tal, or to rob P e ter for th e purpose of pay­ 
ing Paul. 
T his is th e principle of P rotec­ 
tion, w hich confiscates th e earnings of the 
com m unity in order th a t industries for 
w hich there exists no n atu ral field, shall 
be propped up artificially. 
Before any in­ 
telligent action can be had in the line indi­ 


cated, th e property-ow ners of San F ra n ­ 
cisco ought to find ou t w hy m anufactures 
have no t heretofore been established there. 
The rational presum ption in such a case 
alw ays is th a t th ey w ould not pay. 
If 
th e 
conditions 
w hich 
have 
m ilitated 
against them in the past are Euch as 
m ust continue to operate, how can it be 
expected th a t they can be m ade profitable ? 
If th e conditions w hich have discouraged 
them in th e past are tem porary and evan­ 
escent, the case will no doubt be different, 
but the actual facts ought first of all to 
be clearly and fully ascertained. 
I t m ust 
not be forgotten th a t m anufactures in 
California have th u s far been handicapped 
by E astern com petition. 
The E ast has 
th e advantages we have nam ed above, and 
is likely to retain them . 
W h at has San 
Francisco to set against these advantages ? 
There is one great opportunity for th e es­ 
tablishm ent of m anufactures in this State, 
bu t it does not exist a t th e m etropolis. The 
w ater pow er of th e A m erican river a t Fol­ 
som has long m arked out this region as the 
seat of great industries a t some future 
tim e. 
T his is in fact th e one opening for 
m anufactures which does not seem to be 
fatally loaded down. 
T here m ay come a 
period w hen it w ill be possible to m ake 
a m anufacturing center of San Francisco, 
b u t obviously it cannot be u n til th a t city 
Í3 able to com pete on equal term s w ith 
th e E ast, against w hich th ere never can 
be 
any 
protection. 
Philadelphia 
suc­ 
ceeded because all th e conditions of success 
were present there. 
Those conditions are 
not 
present 
here, 
and 
therefore 
the 
proposition under discussion appears to us 
in the nature of a forlorn hope. 
No doubt 
if five m illions of dollars w ere raised by 
th e property-ow ners of San Francisco they 
could establish m anufactures ; b u t it ap­ 
pears extrem ely doubtful w hether they 
would Lc able to stand alone when the 
tim e came for w ithdraw ing th eir props. 
C ertainly the results of such experim ents 
as have been m ade in th e past do n ot en­ 
courage fu rth er attem pts of th e kind, and 
w hen th e great railroad system , how in its 
infancy, has been com pleted, it m ust be re­ 
alized th a t com petition w ith th e rest of 
th e country wiil become sharper than 


IN TiM E OF PEACE, PREPARE FOR WAS. 


T he m ost 
im portant 
and interesting 
topic in the report of th e Secretary of W ar 
is th e discussion of th e urgent necessity 
for im proving th e coast defenses of the 
Union. 
F or years past thoughtful observ­ 
ers have from tim e te tim e called a tte n ­ 
tion to th e defenseless condition of our 
principal ports. T his defenselessness, how ­ 
ever, has been made th e more conspicuous 
by th e rapid advances of science in pro­ 
jectiles and armor. 
The fifteen years 
w hich have elapsed since the end of the re­ 
bellion have been prolific in w arlike inven­ 
tions. 
N aval 
architecture 
and 
naval 
artillery have in th a t period undergone 
revolutionary changes. 
Vessels and guns 
are now m ade w hich would laugh to scorn 
th e m ost form idable cf our m arine forts 
and b a tte rie s; w hich w ould silence our 
heaviest o rd n an ce; w hich w ould destroy 
our m ost solid fortifications ; and pass our 


m ost elaborate barriers to prey upon our 
shipping and our commercial and financial 
centers. 
T here is to-day no Am erican 
port w hich couhl prevent th e entrance of 
the m odern w ar-ships of heaviest arm a­ 
m ent. 
E ven 
as 
we 
w rite 
an 
illus­ 
tration of th e changes w hich have occurred 
in naval w arfare is being given through 
th e w ar betw een Chile and Peru, for a 
Chilean vessel is now lying off Callao, far 
beyond th e range of th e c ity ’s heaviest 
guns, and pitching shells a distance of eight 
m iles rig h t into th e heart of the place. 
W h at could N ew Y ork, or Philadelphia, or 
Boston, or N ew Orleans, or San Francisco 
do against such guns ? A nd y et the Chilean 
gun is feeble compared to m any of the 
enorm ous cannon now being constructed. 
Iu fact it is perfectly clear th a t if we should 
w ithin any brief period find onrselves em ­ 
broiled w ith a foreign power, we should be 
obliged to rely altogether upon torpedoes 
for th e defense of our seaports. 
Torpedoes 
m ight, perhaps, keep an enem y out of our 
harbors for a tim e, though even th a t is 
doubtful, for science has invented as many 
detective and precautionary devices as de­ 
structive agents, and now adays the to r­ 
pedo service is 
b o well understood th a t 
attacking vessels experience little difficulty 
in finding and neutralizing th e defensive 
magazines. 
B u t torpedoes, how ever skill­ 
fully laid, would be useless to protect ports 
against long-range 
guns. 
T he harbors 
m ight be effectually guarded, b u t of w hat 
service w ould th a t be when the enemy 
could 
lay 
six 
or 
eight 
m iles 
away 
and throw shells over the fortifications and 
into the cities ? 
I t m ust be remembered 
th a t we have no navy capable of coping 
w ith th e latest developm ent of th e iron­ 
clad. 
Extem porized M onitors ar.d Mer- 
rimacs would be quite incapable of resist­ 
ing th e attacks of these m onsters, or of 
barring th eir approach to our ports. N oth­ 
ing b u t th e arm ing of our ports w ith the 
m ost powerful long-range guns attainable 
can give us any real security, and this is a 
m easure w hich dem ands a great expen­ 
d itu re not only of money b u t tim e. 
U n­ 
less th e recom m endations of the Secretary 
of W ar are acted upon by Congress, th ere­ 
fore, and a t least a beginning is m ade to 
th is indispensable coast arm am ent, it may 
be regarded as certain th a t some day we 
shall become involved in w ar only to dis­ 
cover, w hen it is too late, th at-n eith er n a­ 
tional w ealth nor national confidence are 
effective substitutes for rational and tim ely 
precautions. 
O ur coast line is our weak 
place, and as a m atter of conrse th a t is 
w here an enem y would strik e first and 
hardest. 


MORE 
REVELATIONS.

Morey forgery leaks ou t very gradually, per­ 
haps because there is so m uch of it. E very 
new discovery, however, 
o b I v serves to 
intensify the villainy of th e plot, and to 
dem onstrate more clearly th e thorough­ 
going rascality of th e D em ocratic “ states­ 
men ” who invented and originated it. 
The latest revelation is to th a effect th a t 
th e envelope in w hich th e forged letter 
was, had been altered. 
I t is said th a t the 
microscope shows an erased address u n ­ 
derneath th a t of M orey, and it is probable 
th a t th e nam e of th e person to whom the 
envelope was originally sent m ay furnish a 
new clue. 
I t is fa rth e r stated th a t G en­ 
eral A verill w ent about, several days be­ 
fore th e publication of th e forgery, w his­ 
pering m ysterious w ords about a certain 
great surprise about to be sprung upon th e 
country, and which, according to him , had 
been concocted, or at least discussed, at 
G overnor’s Island. 
W hile, therefore, the 
w ork of th e investigation is slow and tedi­ 
ous, th e points gained are so m any and so 
significant as to ju stify th e expectation 
th a t the scoundrels who are responsible for 
th is crim e w ill 
eventually be 
h unted 
down, and th a t they will th en be punished 
as they deserve.

C o rk , November 24th.—Fourteen 
men 
were arrested this morning for participating 
in the Fenian procession from which shots 
were fired.

D ublin, November 24th.—Fifty-seven sacks 
of Boycott’s newly-thrashed corn have been 
dispatched from Lough M ask to Cong for 
shipm ent to Galway, thence by train to 
Dublin.

The Pope does not need to use any great 
efforts to keep them in the path of duty, but 
he may possibly have already advised them 
to separate themselves openly from those who 
spread terror by brandishing tha sword in 
the faces of their fellow citizens.” The article 
concludes: “ W e trust th at the Irish clergy 
will be an instrum ent of peace and order, anil 
th at while they strive to calm the passions of 
the people the English nation will settle the 
questions at issue by drawing closer the 
bonds which should unite the two sister coun­ 
tries.” 
L o n d o n , November 24th.—Parnell’s ar­ 
rested Secretary, Healy, has been elected to 
Parliam ent, vice RedmaD, deceased. 
C h icag o , November 24th. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's Dublin special sa y s: I t is stated 
that the Irish Executive intends te station 
m ilitary forces permanently a t Claremorres, 
and also iucrease the garrison at Castlebar, 
so it wiil be easy to send troops from these 
two centers to any part of the west of Ire ­ 
land. 
The Parnell defense fund grows slowly. I t 
now amounts to about £2,500. 
The League 
officially announces th at the expense will be 
at least £10,000, and urgently appeals for 
more. 
The town 
of Ennisoorthy, where 
eight months ago Parnell was rotteu-egged, 
has subscribed £800 for defense. 
The great trials are about to begin, the 
Ci own having yesterday joined issue on the 
defendants’ plea th at eight days’ notice of 
trial may be served, which would brirg the 
cases on next Monday.

LEVEE 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


Progress of th e W ork—Its Present Effects 
and R esults Anticipated. 


T he work upon W ashington Point, above 
the 
railroad bridge, 
for reforming and 
protecting the levee, is now well advanced 
and will soon be completed. 1 he reconstruc­ 
tion of the levee, and earth filling back of 
the bulkhead to give the required slope to 
the bank, has been finished, and the revet­ 
m ent work to protect it from washing is par­ 
tially done. 
This protection consists in a 
heavy m atted brush covering, securely fas­ 
tened to the ground. 
W illow brush is laid 
over the surface in a close, thatch-like man­ 
ner, the brush being all laid straight and in a 
uniform direction, with the butt ends of the 
brush up-stream, and lying horizontally aloDg 
the bank. After the first section at the lower 
end of the surface to be covered has been 
laid, additional layers in shingle fashion aie 
extended along the bank up-stream, partially 
lapping upon th at preceding, by which pro­ 
cess a continuous surface of tops of the brush 
is leit to receive the action of the water. 
This covering or revetment is laid to the 
thickness of about 18 inches, and then fas­ 
tened in place by wire run back and forth 
over it from top to bottom of the embank­ 
m ent, in parallel lines, with epanes of about 
three feet intervening. 
Two stakes are then 
wired together at their heads, and with the 
two points piaced on opposite sides of the 
wire, are driven firmly down through the 
brush. 
These are thus driven at intervals of 
about three feet aloDg the line?, an«l the en­ 
tire brush surface is thus drawn down com­ 
pactly together and made secure. 
I t is ex­ 
pected, and has been ascertained by experi­ 
ence of engineers upon other sediment-bear­ 
ing streams, th at as the w ater rises and cov­ 
ers this work the brush will fill with and re­ 
tain the sediment, and being thus formed into 
a solid body will become an indestructible 
harrier to future action of the currents. 
The spur work immediately above the 
point, constructed for the purpose of break­ 
ing the force of the current along that bank, 
au.l thereby forcing the main flow and force 
of the water further out from the ievee, ha3 
already proved entirely successful. 
A great 
Binou t of granite had in years past been 
placed along upon the face of this p. int, as 
a remedy against the cutt’ng away by the 
strong current carried to th at bank by the 
American river coming in a S it ale above and 
from the opposite side. 
This stor.e-work 
even had but little resisting effect, as no 
st >ps were taken to decrease the velocity of 
the current on th at side, and the earth around 
the stone continued to be cut away. 
The 
present spur work is for the purpose of check­ 
ing this velocity along the shore, and thus 
overcome the cause of the previous difficulty, 
and aid in protecting the new levee. Several 
spurs have been constructed along in the edge 
of the river fir a distance of several hundred 
feet above the new bulkhead, and extending 
further out from the shore than in line witii 
W ashington Foint. 
These spurs consist of 
piles driven in rows from the bank out iuto 
the river, stayed together with timbers and 
small trees fastened close together aloog the 
piles, part of the trees having their tops 
downward and up stream in an angle of 45 
degrees, the tips laying upon the bottom and 
others alternately standing upright. 
These 
have already stopped all current as far out 
iuto the river as they extend, and still water 
like a pond is the accomplished result. 
The 
theory that the sediment in the water will 
be thrown down and settle in proportion as 
the velocity of the correntia retarded, is fully 
demonstrated by observations made in the 
still water at this place. Thejbrush mattresses 
through which the piles for these spurs were 
driven have become solid with 6ediuient, and 
the tops of the brushy trees which were laid 
upou the bottom of the river, as above stated, 
have become so imbedded in sand that they 
could only be removed with the greatest diffi­ 
culty, ami would remain solid in their pres­ 
ent position if the pile work were removed. 
This result has accrued at a time when an 
unusually small amount of sediment is being 
carried in the water. 
The river w ater is now 
_ . arded as freer from its usual muddy con­ 
dition than fias be=n previ; u-ly known foi 
many years. 
There is an indentation in the bank line 
aloug the vicinity of these spurs, which has 
hsretofv re contributed to the peculiar cutting 
action of the water immediately beiow, and 
which it is expected, under this process of 
depositing sediment, will Boon be filled and a 
new bank with improved slope formed. This 
filling will be far more rapid during higher 
w ater and flood times than ht present, as the 
am iuut of detritus then carried in suspen­ 
sion is many limes greater in proportion to 
the volume of water passing. 
E ntire satis­ 
faction is expressed by the engineers as to 
the tuccessful results and prospects of the 
work in this vicinity. 
I t is anticipated that 
there will be a heavy depo it and tilling out­ 
side of the bulkhead along below, as similar 
spur work is to be constructed at intervals 
between the bulkhead and the outer barrier. 
The outer barrier is now being constructed. I t 
will be a line of piles driven six feet apart, 
and extending a distance of about 500 feet 
along the shore, at a distance of 30 feet from 
the bulkhead of the new levee. 
A brush 
mattress, 15 feet wide and 12 inches thick, 
and running the entiro length of this barrier, 
is being constructed and sunk with saud-bags 
upon the bottom, after which the row of 
piles is driven along through the center of it, 
thus forming a base to prevent the current 
cutting under the works. 
Between two and 
three hundred feet of this m attress lias been 
constructed and placed ia position, and the 
piles are heiug driven. 
The W ashington 
P oint work will soon be completed. 
The work of building the levee around the 
Todhunter break, a short distance above 
W ashington, is 
well advanced and 
be­ 
yond 
danger 
from 
any 
rains 
which 
may 
now occur. 
This work 
requires 
a 
heavy 
amount 
of 
filling. 
The 
new embvnkment, which lies in a semi circ.'e 
around the break aud deep cut from action of 
the torrent through it, is about 1,200 feet 
long. 
The base of the levee is from 70 to 90 
feet broad and about 8 feet wide a t the top, 
with a perpendicular highth of from 11 to 13 
feet. 
The w irk is about three-fourths done. 
The earth for building the levee is taken from 
w ithin the circle, but in some places the 
scooping is so deep th at water has already 
been struck, and it is quite possible that 
sufficient material will not be obtained from 
w ithin to complete the work. 
The repairs at English break, six miles 
above, are also well advanced and past appre­ 
hension from rain. 
Nearly fifty men have 
been employed there for some time paBt. and 
a large number of teams. An overshoot 
apron will be constructed, so as to allow the 
water to escape as a relief to the carrying ca­ 
pacity of the river, when the water rises to 
about the 22 foot mark, according to the 
gauge a t this city. 
The protection works near V street, below 
this city, are nearly completed, and will be 
perm anent against the difficulties experienced 
there last spring, which if not overcome 
would have proved a constant menace to the 
safety of the lower p art of the city.
